(  ORPORAL  PCXflAIIMEflT  IN  PUB¬ 
LIC  kClluOLS. 

The  School  Trustees  of  Essex  County, 
at  their  meeting  last  Saturday,  Very 
promptly  took  up  the  gauntlet  thrown 
•  low-n  by  tbe  Teachers,  e  lew  weeks  ago  at 
Irvington.  Mr.  C.  Pelouliet  of  Bloom 
Arid,  a  veteran  ia  ike  cause  oi  education, 
hut  whose  zeal  snd  p-ogressiveness  are  not 
'Urpassed  by  any  younger  members,  called 
attention  to  the  resolution  ol  the  Teach 
era1  Association  ;  which,  he  said,  had  at- 
t meted  considerable  notice  Iwth  in  and 
out  of  the  State.  This  rrsolution,  (which 
wns  carried  45  to  1,)  gave  a  w  rong  ides  o| 
the  state  of  discipline  in  our  schools.  One 
would  huaginc  that  the  teachers  had 
found  it  impossible  to  maintain  order  with¬ 
out  the  use  of  the  rod;  and,  so,  had  pass¬ 
ed  s  resolution  in  favor  .of  the  prohibition 
la-ing  repealed.  Ilia  exjh-rience  was  dil- 
ferent  ;  in  tbe  schools  with Mflnch  he  had 
been  connected  for  many  years,  a*  tiustee, 
far  better  order  was  now  maintained  than 
formerly,  when  corporal  puni-binent  wss 
practiced. 

Other  trustees  pave  the  same  testimony  ; 
although  there  were  a  few  Iroiu  the  siniillei 
districts,  who  thought  that  some  of  ihe 
roughrat  Uiys  in  tin  if  school*  would  U 
beni  fitted  by  a  whipping  now  snd  then. 

Col.  J.  B.  B-ktr  siati  d  that  he  wns 
pns<nt  when  the  resolution  ri  f- rred  to 
wss  pss*<d.  It  was  not  fully  debated; 
the  tenehers  a  ho  spoke  were  all  on  nne  sid- , 
the  other  lisvin/  kipt  quiet  ;  th-  question 
should  not  tlnn  In-ve  la-en  taken.  Tin 
proper  way  would  have  been  to  lay  the 
reaoltltinii  on  the  t-  ble  to  la-  wore  ftlMy 
discussed  at  the  next  meeting.  He  »Uo 
knew  that  a  nuiniier  opposed  to  the  resolu¬ 
tion  did  not  vote. 

Dr.  J.  J.  II.  I,ove  of  Mantel  <ir,  teatifli  d 
that  the  di*C  pline  of  the  schools  in  his 
district  was  Iw-tter  than  when  the  ro«l  was 
ii-cd.  He  offered  the  following  resolution 
shiefi  he  lupporttd  iu  an  earnest  and 
iffiCdlve  sprei  b : 

ll»*olr*<l.  That  It  Is  the  sense  of  the 
School  Truatees  of  E*s-  x  I'lsntf  in  meet 
leg  assembled  lhat  the  law  abolishing  C<>r 
pond  puui-liment  fr*>n»  the  public  school* 
- -f  this  State  has  worked  satislactorily 
during  ths  past,  and  that  there  ia  no  ekiai 
ing  neceaaiiy  lor  its  repeal. 

Tbs  resolution  wsa  adopted  by  a  large 
majority. 

We  think  that  fhe  trustees  have  th* 
right  of  the  matter;  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  our  erboola  are  under  belief  discip¬ 
line,  snd  are  more  easily  governed,  than 
a  hen  Hia  rod  was  need.  Aad  when  teach 
ers  ask  to  have  corporal  punishment  restor 
ed,  it  ItMiks  very  much  as  if  i hey  consider¬ 
ed  their  own  goverumeak  somewhat  de¬ 
ficient  in  strength.  The  rod  will  not  help 
It.  *  C,  M.  D.
